2. Claims 13-19, and 27-39 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner statement of reason of allowance: With respect to 
independent claims 13, 17, and 27, the prior art of record, individually or in combination 
failed to teach automatically assigning an index number to an interface of a circuit 
switch, wherein the circuit switch is configured to be communicatively coupled to a 
router, wherein the index is automatically transmitted using the same interface and at 
least another interface using packet routing protocol, and the circuit switch comprises a 
table which comprises an entry indicating the index, an entry indicating link functionality 
and another entry indicating predetermined number of contiguous frames that may be 
transmitted over the link in combination with other limitations.
